When Judge Brown denied this 
motion, the three-moved for suppres- 
sion of evidence contained in three 
cardboard boxes of party records 
found in the bedroom of Elmer and 
Sandra Pratt at the 55th St. build- 
ing. They said the records were not 
mentioned in the warrant. 

Police Sgt. Robert A. Sharret said 
he had no time to obtain an addi- 
■ tional search warrant because of the 
2 emergency situation. 
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
